SANDWICH ISLANDS. 
Extracts from a Letter of Messrs. Richards 
and Green, dated at Lahaina, October 

2, 1830. 
Continued from our last. 
Favorable Site for a New Station. 


To a journal of ovr tour around Maui, per- 
formed in August 1827, we mentioned Wailu- 
ku, a populous and fertile district on the wind- 





ward side of the island, twenty-five miles from | p! 


Lahaina, as a very desirable place for a new 
station. Early in the spring of this year, we 
resolved to afford the people of that district a 
regular supply of hing one Sabbath in two 
orthree. Accordingly on the 30th of March, 
Mr. and Mrs. Green left Lahaina for that place ; 
and on the next day reached the house of Au- 
wae, the head man of Wailuku. Here they 
remained four weeks, affording instruction as 
they were able to a numerous population. Pub- 
lic worship on the Sabbath they regularly con- 
ducted. On Wednesday afternoon a lecture 
was preached as at other stations. On Satur- 
day afternoon they instructed a Bible class of 
eighty members. These became teachers of 
the Sabbath School which was immediately 
opened, They met a class of teachers also 
three afternoons each week, to whom they af- 
forded instruction in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic. They became quite attached to the 
people, and the indications of the affection 
manifested by the people for their teachers were 
too palpable to be mistaken. Had it been con- 
sistent with the duty which they owed the mis- 
sion, they would gladly have taken up their 
residence in this important and interesting field. 
Since their return to Lahaina, the place has 
been frequently visited, and the Gospel has 
been preached on the Sabbath to large and at- 
tentive congregations. The people of that dis- 
trict are exceedingly anxious that a teacher 
should be sent to them. 

After noticing particalattly the desire of the people 
that a missionary should go and reside among them, 
and various reasons why the place is an eligible one 
for a missionary station, the missionaries remark— 


No district of equal extent on the islands, 
uces more abundantly the necessaries of 

ife, than Wailuku. Indeed, many districts on 
Maui and some parts of Hawaii depend for sus- 





tenance on this favored valley. It contains of 
course a numerous population. Ata recent ex- 
amination of schools, eighteen hundred and 
eighty scholars appeared at Wailuku. Of these. 
eight hundred and thirty-six bel to that 
»lace ; six hundred and twelve to Waibu, a vil- 
eae four miles to the north ; three hundred and 
twenty-nine to Waikepu, a village four miles 


to the south; and the remainder to Waiehu, a 
little north-east of Wailuku. All these could 
conveniently attend worship on the Sabbath at 
Wailuku. Indeed, we believe that ¢ popula- 
tion of four thousand would be as conveniently 
situated for uniting together as a parish at that 

ace, as the population of most country par- 
ishes are in wpe We believe also, 
that the population of Wailuku would become 
much more dense, should it be taken as a sta- 
tion. Many at present, travel fifteen or twenty 
miles to hear the gospel. The hope of con- 
stantly enjoying what they now ——- as an 
unspeakable benefit, w bably induce 
many of them to remove. Such, movements 
are not uncommon at other these 
islands. The district of Wailuku fur- 
nish sustenance for an immense popula It 
also affords easy access to a large extent of 
country. . 

While we have thus been extending the influ- 
ence of the station by means of preaching in 
ihe neighboring villages, we have also been 
deavoring to do something for the schools, 
by taking a few schools under our more partie- 
lar direction, and also by raising Me better 
teachers than we have heretofore employed. 

The letter from which these extracts are taken con- 
taing a tabular view of the schools in the several dis- 
tricts on the island of Maui, and on Molokai, Lanai, 
and Kaholawe, three small islands adjacent, from 
which the following summary is taken.

One third part of the whole population are in the 
schools, and more than ene sixth part of the whole 
can read in their own ge with facility. Prob- 
ably a large number who have ceased to be connect- 
ed with the schools are not included in this esti- 
mate. 

By the proceding table you will perceive that 
the number of scholars has increased about 2,- 
000 since the last account we sent you. The 
number of writers is much larger, but the num- 
ber of readers remains about the same. The 
advance in the state of the schools is consider- 





“the questions pro 
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than ap from this table. We 
formerly recorded the scholars as readers as 
soon as they were able to make out sentences 
by themselves. Now, after they have had sev- 
eral years o xiapag | for improvement, we 
think it would have a bad effect to class them 
in this manner; and, therefore, all who cannot 
read with considerable facility we put down 
merely as spellers. 

The writing is generally of an inferior kind, 
and always must be, until the people have some 
greater facilities for procuring paper. To this 
— are some exceptions; a few write hand- 
80 ° 

‘About 150 persons on the island have made 
considerable advance in arithmetic. ‘These are 
the teachers employed in the common schools, 
together with the princess and a few of her fe- 
male attendants. The following were some of 
d to them at the public 
examination. “How many inches from Maui 
to Tauai, it being three and a half degrees ?” 
“ How many seconds since the death of Capt. 
Cook, it a fifty-two years two months and 
seven days 

The readiness with which they made their 
calculations for these and other similar ques- 
tions may be shewn = by the following cir- 
cumstance. Several ship-masters were present, 
and took slates themselves, in order to ascer- 
tain the correctness of the answers given by 
the school. There was not a question propos- 
ed, however, that was not answered by some 
one of the scholars = A any 4 the 
foreign gentlemen. It wi tify you to know 
that tho stands af the ead of this 

ass, or is at leastequal w @ best. 

Another school which would have attracted 
your attention at the examination was the 
singing school. This school consists of about 
seventy persons. They have succeeded in 
to sing by note so as to make good 
music. A few persons have been learning to 
sing by note for several years ; but the summer 
past we have @ gamut, which the 
scholars have all committed perfectly to memo- 
ry. The tunes are written off with a pen. 
@ specimen of the facility with which they learn, 
we will mention afact. A few mornings since, 
we sent a new tune to the school-house, that 
some of the best writers might spend the day 
in copying it for the scholars generally. At 
evening, when the school assembled, we found 
that quite a number had learned the tune cor- 
rectly, and sung it by note, although no one of 
them had received any aid at all from any of 
the missionaries. In this school, too, the prin- 
cess is equal with the best; and on the whole 
manifests more of a musical ear and taste than 
any other one. 

e school, however, which really showed 
test advance from that degraded state 
in which we originally found the people, and 
with which we often involuntarily contrast their 
present Eugeeninen, b a select oes aS fe- 
males, taught during the past year by g- 
den. The exercises of this school have been 
sewing, reading, writing, and the recitation of 
scripture lessons, of which they committed to 
memory six verses a day. is is the first 
school that has enjoyed any considerable ad- 
vantage for learning to write. 
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The improvement of the scholars is such, as 
to make us regret s:ill more strongly, that the 
people cannot be supplied with paper; which, 
however, never can be done until a paper-mill 
is established at the islands. 

We will here mention another school, or 
rather a Bible class, which recites on Sabbath 
noon. This is in the village, and consists of 
about seventy persons both male and female.— 
They are of all ages from sixty-five down to 
fifteen years. The lessons are from six to 
twelve verses a week, and the scholars are so 
ready in their recitations, that it is rare that 
any one needs prompting. The sisters of the 
missions hear the recitations of the females, 
and some one of the brethren hears those of 
the men. To this school we devote very spe- 
cial attention. The scholars are very particu- 
larly questioned as to the meaning of what 
they recite, and are permitted to propose any 
questions which they wish. We endeavor to 
lay open all the difficulties that occur, and to 
explain every thing which will admit of expla- 
nation, and to the full extent of our power, to 
make it a thorough school. The interest man- 
ifested by the members of this class is such as 
we bave not witnessed in any other, and they of- 
ten manifest not a little consideration, and 
shrewdness too, by the pertinence and close- 
ness of their questions.

During the past year nearly 20 from among 
the vilest of the vile have come forth and have 
joined our church. Not one has been suspend- 
ed or excommunicated. We have not as yet 
had one tainted with false doctrine among us; 
and those who have been sent here from Bu- 
nauia and Papeete, by the hand of what I con- 
sider persecution, because of their erroneous 
doctrine, have, without exception, been re-

A little friendly dispassionate ner does 
more than fifty public judgments. I like to 
meet such poor deluded creatures on their own 
ground, if possible, and so carry the palm of 
victory in the hand of conviction. On the

Rum has been brought to our people’s doors 


in casks, but they would not buy it. As far as 
I can discover only two of our church-members 
purchased it at all. One had four bottles, 
which he sold the next day for cloth ; the other 
had ten, which he bartered away for property.

The Gospel of Jesus, indeed, is no fiction.— 
It drives ignorance from the mind, and enlighbt- 
ens our to the tomb; points to a glori- 
ous immortality, and shows to whom it is en- 
sured. Maoae, who has lately quitted this 
world of sorrow, was one of those whose of- 
fice it was to rally dispirited warriors. Whole 
nights he used to walk from house to house, to 
stimulate the haking, and give assurance from 
what some god had told him, of success in an 
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approsching war. From the day of his embra- 
cing the Gospel till the day of his death, he 
maintained a profession, which even the tongue 
of envy could not impeach. He was an orna- 
ment to the little sphere in which he acted.— 
From the hands of our respected brother Hen- 
ry he received the ordinance of baptism ; but 
he hus been a member with us cver since ] 
came to Griffin Town; and, from his intimate 
acquaintance with his language and country, I 
bave been on the most familiar terms with bim, 
and have seen hit in all his relations. Tothe 
sacred ordinances of religion he always attend- 
ed with apparent delight, and from hie habit of 
treasuring up passages of Scripture in his mind, 
though his eyes were so bad that he could not 
read, he had obtained a sound knowledge of 
the great and essential doctrines of the Gospel. 
Several times he appeared to be near his end, 
when I always found him bappy. The blessing 
which maketh rich was upon him. He did 
not know, he said, nor did he feel, that death 
had a sting. At length, sge and increased in- 
firmity brought him down. I often visited him, 
and never left him without observing the same 
placidity and contentment. Often did | feel 
shame to think that with all his privatione, he 
never murmured in my hearing, while I, who 
am so much more comfortable, can hardly pass 
without it. God forgive my sin! On seeing 


that his end was fast approaching, I said to 
him » “ Maoae, are you sorry that you ever cast 
away the lying gods, by which you used to 
_ so much property ? He was aroused from 

is lethargy and tears of pleasure sparkled in 
his yb while with vehemence, he said, “Oh, 


no, Otamoni!—oh, no, no, no. What! Can I 
be sorry for casting away death for life ?— 
Whole nights I bave walked about to enconr- 
age others in the devil’s work, and had well 
nigh lost my own soul. I wonder that I was 
not levelled by club or epear before I heard of 
the name of the Messiah. He is my great rock, 
the fortification wherein my soul takes shelter 
from all foes.” 

I said, “ Tell me on what you build your 
hopes of future bliss?” He said, “I am a vile 
man—my life has been vile; but a great king 
sent his ambassadors from the other side of the 
skies to our’shores with terms of peace. We 
continued to fight, nor could we tell what those 
ambassadors wanted, for many years. At 
length Pomare obtained a victory—ordered all 
maraes to be broken up, and invited all his sub- 
jects to come and take shelter under the wing 
of Jesus, of whom those ambassadors spake, 
and who had given them victory. I was one of 
the first to do so. The blood of Jesus is my 
foundation. You tell us, that it is the only 
way to God. I believe that Jesus will save me. 
He is my staff now. What I grieve at, is, that 
all my children do not love him. Had they 
known the distress we used to feel in the rei 
of the deyil, they would be glad to take 
Gospel in exc for their follies. Jesus is 
the king; he gives a pillow without thorns.” 
Here he seemed overcome. 

A little after, I said, “ Maoae, are you afraid 
to die?” “No, no,” he replied, with almost 
youthful energy ;—" The ship is in the sea, the 
sails are , she is ready. I have a good pilot, 
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and a good Janding place before me. My ont- 
side man and my inside man differ. Let the 
oue rot till the trampet-blowing time; but let 
my soul go tothe throne of the Messiah.”— 
Here the tears gushed into my eyes, I thought 
myself by the side of some experienced Chris- 
tian in England, and said, in my heart, “In 
my last moments, may I feel as happy as this 
poor Tahitian feels.” 

Thrice blessed Gospel—thrice blessed people, 
who by means of Christian benevolence, are 
led to results so precious. Here is one going 
down to the shades of death supported by @ 
hope full of immortality, and saying, “ _ 
English Christians, I had died a miserable 
of sin.” Will he not through eternity sing Al- 
lujah to God and the Lamb, because of the 
South Sea Mission? 

Tuahine. : 

A short time since, a young man, named Fu- 
ahine came loitering about my house in an un- 
usual way. Knowing him to be one of the ba- 
ser sort, I said, “Friend, have you any busi- 
ness with mo?” Tears gushed into his e 
he could at first hardly speak—at length he re- 
plied, “ You know Iam a wicked man. Shame 
covers my face and holds me back. To day I 
have broken through all fear. I want to know, 
is there room for me? can I expect mercy ?” i 
said, “O, you and all your friends must be hap- 
py: you need no Jesus to save you. How 
came you to have such a thought as that ?”— 
His countenance blushed—tears started from 
his eyes, and he said: “I was at work putting 
up my garden fence. It was along work 
and only myself to do it. All over dirt and 
greatly wearied, I eat down on a little bank to 
rest and said within myself, T cannot tell why, 
‘ All this great garden, and death for my soul— 
all thie great property, and death for ever! Oh, 
what shall 1 do? J went immediately and 
bathed; then went to my wife, and told her 
my thoughts and wishes ; she agreed to my de- 
sire, a8 we, on that evening, left our wo: 
and came to this place where the word of G 
lives, and I have been wishing to speak t6 you 
ever since.” I was quite affected to hear his 
tale, gave him all the instruction and encour- 
agement which I conceived the Scriptures war- 
ranted, and am happy to say that the man con- 
tinues to live happily and worthy of the Gospel. 


CEYLON, 

A letter received from Ceylon, dated Decem- 
ber 1, 1830, about two months later than the 
last communications previously received, con- 
tains the animating intelligence that God is 
now reviving his work in a greater or less de- 
gree at all the stations, connected with that 
mission, and granting a refreshing from his 
presence. There had been manifest tokens of 
a special divine influence in the meetings for 
about six weeks. The serious attention was 
advancing, at the date of the letter, in the mis- 
sion families and among the heathen around 
them. The missionaries earnestly request the 
prayers of Christians that God would display 
the riches of his grace in converting their own 
children, and in gathering the heathen around 
them {nto his kingdom -<ailies.

Of the State of Religion in the Presbyterian 
Church. 


There is no method devised by which we can give 
80 correct a view of the present prospects of Zion, 
as from the Narratives given in at the Anniversary 
meeting of the General Assembly, and the Associa- 
tions of the Congregational Churches. At these 
meetings, the Presbyterian and Congregational 
Churches which are co-extensive with the United 
States, are represented by delegates from every 
quarter, who are usually well informed by minor as- 
sociations of the actual state of religion in their own 
section of country. We presume our readers have 
never been presented with a statement of so much 
interest, as the following Narrative, which embraces 
a brief summary of other benevolent institutious.— 
We are confident that our paper which has faithfully 
recorded the progress of Zion for the last sixteen 
years, has never seen a time like the present; has 
never been so freighted with ‘‘ Good tidings of great 
joy”—and we sincerely believe that this is but the 
beginning. 

If the churches in this land are not unfaith- 
ful to God and to themselves, the prospects of 
our nation are brighter far than even our past 
history. 

What wonders will open to the view of the 
philanthropist and the christian who surveys 
this western world from the eminence of some 
fifty or sixty years hence! Already is our 
mountain of Zion watered and refreshed by co- 
pious showers. Plants of grace are springin 
up on every side, healthful and vigorous; an 
the Sun of Righteousness is rising upon it with 
healing in his beams. 

The past year has been such a year of reviv- 
als and rejoicing in the church as never before 
was known in this land. 

In former years details of revivals in the dif- 
ferent churches have been given, but this year 
we can give only the names of the P ies. 
And we are happy to say that forty-four have 
sent in reports of the visitation of God’s Spirit, 
and of hundreds of sinners converted by his 

wer. In the Presbyteries of Champlain, Al- 

any, Troy, Watertown, Oneida, Otsego, Che- 
nango, Courtland, Cayuga, Onondaga, Gene- 
va, Ontario, Rochester, Genesee, Niagara, Buf- 
falo, North River, New-York Ist, New-York 
3d, Erie, Huron, Cincinnati, and West Hano- 
ver, the revivals have been powerful and gen- 
eral beyond any that have ever before been re- 
ported to the Assembly. In the Presbyteries of 
Columbia, St. Lawrence, Oswego, Bath, Hud- 
son, Bedford, Long Island, New-York 2d, 
Newark, Elizabethtown, Philadelphia, District 
of Columbia, Carlise, Columbus, Chilicothe, 
Miami, Salem, Kaskaskia, Cleaveland, and 
Charleston Union, there have been revivals 
more or less powerful. Some of them in years 
past would have been denominated great and 
glorious works of grace, and in none of them 
are less than two or three or more churches 
blessed by the Spirit and some of them in a ve- 
signal manner. Besides these, some other 
resbyteries have reported single churches 
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which have been revived within their bounds. 
The whole number of the churches thus visited 
is more than three hundred and fifty. Many 
of these revivals are at this time in progress, 
some of them increasing in power and interest, 
and almost every week adds the names of some 
new churches to the favored list. Our prayer 
to God is, that the number may never be di- 
minished, nor the work decline, until not onl 
every church, but every soul shall be blessed. 
How many are already subjecis of renewing 
grace it is impossible to estimate with any de- 
gree of accuracy ; but in this we may rejoice 
that many who a few inonths ago were enemies 
to Christ, and led captive by Satan, are now obe- 
diten servants to the Savior, and rational ex- 
pectants of eterna! glory. 

The character of this work, so far as we can 
learn, has generally been such as the friends of 
God must approve, and desire to see contine- 
ed,—still, solemn, and in some cases over- 
whelming. In general there has been but little 
to produce distrust, orto awaken feur in the 
mind of the most timid and cautious christian. 
And it is worthy of remark, that we hear but 
little of open and violent opposition. The 
senee and power of God have been so mani' 
that the most vile though they refuse to repent, 
have not the hardihood to or to revile. 
and for this we would give thanks to God, that 
while revivals are becoming more frequent, and 
more powerful, they are also Lecoming more 
pure from every thing of human origina. 

In these great works of salvation some of all 
orders and ranks, and and character have 
been included. The child of six and seven 
years, yet in the infant sehool, and the aged 
sinner who had passed his four-score years in 
rebellion, have in the same ampere, been 
brought together at the feet of Jesus, and some 
of all the intermediate ages. The great and 
learned officers of state, and the most illiterate 
servants have been found together in the same 
prayer-meeting, on a level before the throne of 

. The man of wealth and the poor man, 
have united in begging for mercy of Him who 
is mo respecter of persons. It is howev- 
er believed that no previous revival ever 
took so large a proportion of the wealth and 
learning and influence of society as thie has 
done. Literary and professional men who are 
at the head of society, giving the tone to pub- 
lic sentiment, have been brought into the king- 
dom in far greater numbers than ever before 
was known. Moral men, who have regarded 


themselves as approved of God on account of 
the purity of their lives, and the openly vicious 
and profane, have been alike humbled before 
God on account of their vileness, and the just 
sentence of wrath which was upon them.. In 
many instances the intemperate, tottering upon 


the verge of a drunkard’s grave, have been res- 
cued by the sovereign mercy of God, and made 
temperate, sober christians. Some of every 
character and eondition in life have been take 
so that we need not despair of any, but 

labor and pray in hope and favor for all. In 
some co ions, idily in the western 
seetion of the state of New-York, the work has 
been so general and thorough, that whole 
customs of society have been c Amuse- 
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ments and all practices of a doubtful character, 
the object of which is simply pleasure, have 
heen ned, and far higher and purer en- 
joyment is found in exercises of devotion, and 

ments for the glory of God, and the sal- 
vation of nen. So far as we can learn, the 
new converts come at once into all the designs 
and plans of benevolence which are the glory 
of the present day, and rejoice in bearing their 
influence. It is aleo worthy of remark, that in 
very many instances, and we do not know but 
in all, where a person has wronged another, on 
his professing repentance before God, he has 
been solicitous to make a speedy and full resti- 
tution for the injury ; and in all cases, the con- 
verts are immediately zealous friends of the 
temperance reformation, and friends of every 
thing that favors the cause of the Redeemer. 
All the effect of these revivals, that is worthy 
of regard, is the advancement of the cause of 
Christ in the hearts of individuals, in the church 
and in the world. Should they continue and 
increase, as we pray they may, and produce no 
other effects than they have already done, they 
will shortly bring into our country all the bles- 
sings promised of God to the church in the lat- 
ter days. They multiply the families that call 
on the name of the Lord ; they change the mor- 
al aspect and habits of society, by giving the 
tone of christianity to public sentiment and 


practice ; they silence the clamor of o 

and close tbe lips of the profane ; they rescue 
the Sabbath from under the feet of the impious, 
break up the deep and strong foundations of in- 
iquity, isperse the assemblies of the wicked, 
and fill the churches of God from the hands of 


dissipation. They close up the fountains from 
whence flow the desolating streams of intem- 
perance, licentiousness and every vice; and 
give increasing energy and triumph to all the 
plans of benevolence, by which this revolted 
world is to be brought back to the service and 
favor of God. What more, or what different 
then, does the church need to bring in her mil- 
lenial glory? While we pray to God to multi- 
ply such revivals, and thus cause his kingdom 
ta come, we would urge all the friends of the 
Redeemer and the ministers of Christ in par- 
ticular, to be diligent and faithful in using the 
weans by which they are promoted. 

In the Presbyterian reports, Sabbath schools 
Bible classes, the distribution of Religious 
tracts, faithful private conversation, three and 
four cope meetings, observing seasons of fast- 
ing and prayer, frequent prayer meetings, es- 
pecially at sun-rising, have been mentioned as 
means which God has blessed. Not from these, 
nor any other means, however, ought we to 
expect success, unless they are employed with 
a heart that earnestly desires the blessing, feels 
its entire dependence on sovereign grace, and 
relies with an unwavering confidence on the 
promises of God to grant the request of his peo- 


But especially from every Presbytery where 
revivals exist, we learn that God + 
mark with peculiar favor, every well directed 
effort to te entire abstinence from ardent 
spirit. here this cause is triumphant, it is 80 
sure a harbi of a revival that there is no 
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hand.” With eempees to the kind of preaching 
which it pleases to make effectual, we are 
prepared to say ; there isin it nothing peculiar; . 
nothing but a full and plain exhibition of the 
great doctrine of the Bible, which are express- 
ed in our confession of faith; but such an ex- 
hibition of them as shows the sinner in his en- 
tire and voluntary wickedness, and that no pal- 
liation or excuse can be offered for his violation 
of God's law ; that he is absolutely and entire- 
ly dependant on the Spirit of God, and that 
this dependence affords the strongest possible 
encouragement to immediate repentance and 
right moral action, because that Spirit is con- 
stantly striving with him and urging him to that 
point; that now his eternal interest is suspend- 
ed solely, on his own choiee, and while it takes 
away all his excuses for impenitence, urges 
him to the immediate choice of life, by all 
the motives that can be made to bear upon the 
mind, and move the heart. We do hope that 
all these means will be more faithfully employ- 
ed, with stronger desire, with more humility, 
faith, und prayer; and we pray that they may 
be more abundantly prospered of God. Then 
will the cry of coldness and death and dissen- 
tions, which now comes from many of the 
Presbyteries, cease to be heard in our great 
convocations. 

Though we have dwelt thus long on things 
that demand our gratitude and praise, yet from 
the narrative of many Presbyteries, we might 
declare facts respecting the powers and works 
of rye Ms in the — oe Janey alarm- 
ing ; ordinances o neg despis- 
ed, the Sabbath and the name of the Lord 
faned, the servants of Christ defamed and io 
dered, and their benevolent designs perverted. 
Infidelity, universalism, papacy,and many errors 
and delusions still abound, and intemperance 
still prevails. And it is with extreme and 
unmingled regret, that we hear of some mem- 
bers of our churches who encourage the latter 
crime by making, vending, and using ardent 
spirits. 

We do affectionately, but earnestly, entreat 
all such individuals by the love of C and 
by the value of immortal souls, that they im- 
mediately reform, or renounce their profession 
of having the Spirit of Him who sacrificed him- 
self to save the souls of men.

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FIRE AT FAYETTEVILLE, N. C. 

We have seldom, if ever, heard of a more distres- 
sing calamity, than has befallen this once flourishing 
town. It is now in ruins, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing extracts. 

The Rey. H. A. Rowland, with whom we are well 
acquainted, in a letter to the editor of the National 
Gazette, dated May 29, 1831, says, 


Fayetteville is no more !—This morning the sun 
rose upon us in its beauty, and with gladdened hearts 
we flocked to the churches of our God. Now we are 
in ruins. But two stores of ali that this place con- 
tained are standing. The rest are entirely consum- 
ed. Nothing but stacks of tottering chimneys re- 
main to tell what we once were. 

Except in the outskirts of the town, and in those 
streets which are a little off from the centre of the 
village, not a dwelling house remains. All the 
churches, with the exception of the Methodist, which 
is distant from the centre of the town, are destroyed. 
The academy, the two splendid hotels, our printing 
office, the two banks, the old state house, every 
apotsnenty ’s shop, and some of our mills are in 
as 


The fire communicated, (it is supposed) from a 
chimney, precisely in the centre of our village, and 
spread with inconceivable rapidity through every 
street. It was just after the congregation had been 
dismissed, about half past twelve o’clock, when the 
fire was first discovered, and in less than one hour 
and a half our village was literally a “ sea of fame.” 
The goods were consumed in the streets, the engines 
were burnt at their stands. Some who had proper- 
ty, removed it to a distance in expectation of safety, 
put were disappointed ; too soon the destroying cle- 
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ment reached them. The churches, though at a dis- 
tance from eachother, were soon in flames. The 
tall steeple of the Presbyterian church seemed a 
pyramid of fire ; for a while it stood firm, soon the 
bell descended with a crash—the steeple trembled, 
tottered and fell. The Episcopal chureh, which ap- 
parently caught at the same time, was soon in ashes. 

As | wandered through the out-skirts of the place, 
to administer relief so far as possible to the distress- 
ed, my heart sunk within me. The sick were borne 
out of their houses, and were lying on pallets in the 
street. Others, faint and exhausted, were reclining 
on the beds which had been thrown out. Every mo- 
ment our ears were stunned with the explosion of 
powder, to demolish the buildings which might stay 
the flames. But although many were thus levelled, 
there was not strength to pull the timbers from the 
reach of the conflagration. 

It is impossible to paint the heart-rending scenes 
which every where occurred. Parents were inqguir- 
ing for their children, and children for their parents, 
and every countenance reigned despair. 

I have been round the fire in every direction, and 
the above statements are the result of my own ob- 
servation. From where I now write | can perceive, 
for the extent of nearly half a mile, the light which 
flashes up fiom the smouldering ruins. A very 
small portion of the property was insured. Most of 
the people lost their all! Our distress may be par. 
tially imagined, but cannot be justly conceived of — 
Much bodily injury was experienced, but so far as 
it is at present known, no lives were lost. What re- 
sults may be ascertained when our friends are cal- 
lected, it is impossible to say.

A Mr. G. Deming, brother-in-law of the editor of 
the Springfield Republican, writes to that gentlemau, 
under date of Fayetteville, May 30, as follows: 

“ Dear Samuel—| am ruined! having lost every 
thing in my store—all my notes and accounts—all 
my provisions, corn, flour and bacon, and some 
money. My house was also burned, and we saved 
nothing but our beds and part of our clothes. All 
my furniture, such as tables, bureaus, side board, 
bedsteads, &c. nearly all gone, We have nothing 
left to eat or drink, and are now dependant upon 
charity. 1 must make an appeal to you, and through 
you to the charitable of your place, in behalf of my 
wife and children.” 

In another letter he adds: “ About three hundred 
houses, stores, &c. were destroyed. The United 
States Branch Bank did wot save a dollar of specie,”

was believed that the efforts made to extinguish it 
would certainly be successful. Deceitful bope!— 
They were all unayailing. Ina very few moments 
the flames extended themselves to the large brick 
building and to mapy small wooden in its 
vicinity. In a few minutes more the of the 
Town House caught, and that building was svon in- 
veloped io flames. From thence four torrents 
of flame were soon pouring in as many directions 
along the four principal streets of the town, with a 
rapidity and force which defied all stay or resist- 
ance.

Language is entirely inadequate to the description 
of the sublime and awful scene of Sunday, or to 
convey ana e idea of the appearance of ruin and 
desolation which our town now presents. If pity 
was wrung from the iron heart of stern Marius, a 
disinterested foreigner, amid the ruins of Carthage, 
what must be the feelings of every warm-hearted cit- 
izen of the United States, and especially of our own 
State, when he shall look upon the melancholy wreck 
of our late flourishing village, Many who on the 
morning of that day were in the full enjoyment of 
all the ordinary blessings of life have now nothing 
left to them but the single suit of clothes which they 
then wore; not a morsel in store either of bread or 
of meat, to meet the demands of nature, destitute 
even of the shelter of the rudest hovel from the in- 
clemency of the climate, Nor is this state of priva- 
tion confined to man in the full enjoyment of his 
natural aod independence, but includes all 
conditions of life—the widowed mother bending be- 
neath the weight of years and surrounded by her 
famishing babes—the helpless and unprotected fe- 
male—the sick, the lame, and the aged. Many who 
were in a state of prosperity, now find themselves 
entirely denuded of property, and burdened with 
debts of immense magnitude. But we forbear. 


We are happy to state that systematic measures 
have been promptly adopted in this city, and iu sev- 
eral other places, to render relief to our distressed 
fellow citizens at the south. Ata public meeting 
held at the Town Hall last Saturday, a Committee 
of 24 gentlemen composed of three from each Eccle- 
siastical Society in this city, was appointed to solicit 
donations for the sufferers. A Committee was also 
appointed to prepare an address to the citizens of 
New-Haven, on the subject. , 

Our sympathies are often appealed to, and never 
in vain where there is real suffering. We can form 
no just estimate of such a calamity from any thing 
we have ever experienced in this region. Through 
a kind providence, our beloved city has been remark- 
ably preserved from the deyouring element. We 
have had occasionally a barn, or a shop, and some 
few stores consumed by fire. But in every case, the 
wind, or the snow, or the rain, has been so directed 
by an over-ruling hand, that it should go no farther. 
And during a residence of seventeen years in this 
city, containing from 10 to 12,000 inhabitants, we 
have never known of but one dwelling house consu-

For, though 1 
may, from the onward character of my feelings and 
habits, have committed some blunders and taken 
some injudicious steps, yet I believe with Cecil, that 
a warm-hearted, energetic, blundering man is pre- 
ferable to a frigidly wise and prudent one; and the 
habit of acting promptly and with decision in every 
given case requiring action, | regard as of incalcula- 
ble benefit to any man. 

4. 1am hever at a loss for something to do; and 
furthermore, I find it easy, as a general rule, to have 
a place for every thing and every thing in its place,— 
unless perchance some “ busy body in other men's 
matters” intermeddies, and produces derangement, 

5. Thave been enabled generally to accomplish, 
with comparative facility, whatever I have underta- 
ken. Believing with the Roman Poet, that we are 
able if we think we are able, I have formed the habit 
of engaging in business with a determination to ac- 
complish it; and this very determination, accompa- 
nied with a belief of ultimate success, has in a great 
measure removed all obstacles out of the way. 

These are some of the results of my experience, 
while acting on the principle of doing with my might 
whastoeyer my hand findeth to do. Reader, how 
can you, at this period of the world, stand acquitted 
before God, if you do not engage with all your might 
in doing good? y.

But we hope that 
the brightness of the Gospel, the promises of 
the Bible to the African race, and the benevo- 
Jent spirit of the white people, will justify us 
in making this appeal to those who are in pos- 
session of liberty and equality. 

We earnestly hope that the clergy will pre- 
sent our cause to their congregations, on the 
Sabbath preceding the ensuing fourth of July, 
and that collections will be taken up iu aid of 
athe Wilberforce settlement. ‘The amount col-

The following impressive facts were commu- 
nicated at the late annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Temperance Society in Boston. 

A husband and a father came to the store of 
a member of the christian church, who fora 
mere trifle gave him that, under the influence 
of which he went home and» murdered his 
wife! Her voice will never more beseech him, 
for the Redeemer’s sake and for her children’s 
sake to sell her husband no more rum. She is 
forever silent. But his own children may tell 
him of his crime. One of them on hearing of 
this death and the circumstances that led to it, 
said: “Father, do you not think that in the 
day of judgment you will have to answer for 
that murder?” And must not conscience when 


awakened, echo, murder! murder! And —_ 
Did he kill that woman? No, but he gave the 
husband that which excited him to it; and that 
when he knew, or might have known, from 
the most ample testimony, that the article he 
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was dealing out causes more than three-fourths 
of all the murders in the land. For a mere 
trifle he was the means of making those three 
children orphans. When the Society’s Agent 
passed through the part of the country where 
these circumstances happened, the father was 
in prison to be tried for the murder of the 
mother.

Thus sir, being a 
woman of strong calculation, keen penetration, 
and comprehensive views, she speedily increas- 
ed her capital, enlarged her establishment, ex- 
tended her business, strengthened her connec- 
tions, until fina!ly, in the very centre of your 
beautiful city, she erected a very spacious and 
ecomroodious building to answer and accommo- 
date the claims of her growing and multifari- 
ous concern. Never sir, did your city possess 
a lady who maintained so high a place in pub- 
lic estimation. Her praise was in all the 
churches, and the report of her fame travelled 
to the remotest bounds of this republic. In 
the mean time, sir, her lovely daughters arri- 
ved to years of maturity.

brethren, and although there are some shades of dif- 
ference among us, on some points, they are more 
verbal than real. There is not on earth a body of 
ministers of equal numbers, that possesses more tal 
ent, learning, efficiency, and barmony, than the 
Presbyterian church in the U. S. contains. These 
excitements are but tem . We may possibly 
divide in a few years; but it will be amicable sepa- 
ration; and what is more, it will be a ical 
division. But although we may be div at some 
fatare day, yet the Presbyterian and SS 
al churches will be essentially one body in 
spirit—united in great and good efforts to extend 
the Redeemer’s kingdom. 
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Tanehburgh, Va.—The Rev. J. D. Mitchell, 
in a letter te the editor of the N. Y. Evangelist, 
dated April 26th, writes thus: 

The synodical meeting in Winchester was 
followed by an interesting revival in both the 
Presbyterian Churches of that place. About 
two weeks after the adjournment of Synod, the 
good work of the Lord commenced in the 2d 
Presbyterian Church in Lynchburgh. Amongst 
the subjects of this work are men of the first 
respectability and intelligence, some of whom 
were professed infidels. It is rather a remark- 
able fact, and one worth publishing, that al/ 
the officers, Clerk, Commissioner, and Deputy 
Marshall, connected with the Chancery Court 
tn this place, have become hopeful subjects of 
Divine grace in this revival, with the exception 
of the Marshall of the Chancery Court, who 
has been a professed Christian for years, and is 
an elder in the 2d church. It is now more 
than five months since this revival commenced, 
during which time upwards of 20 have been 
hopefully converted in the 2d church. Some- 
time in January the work of conviction and 
conversion commeuced in the 1st Presbyterian 
church ; some very remarkable cases of con- 
version have occurred there ; upwards of 20 
persona, subjects of the revival, have recently 
been added to their communion. The Baptist 
and. Protestant Episcopal Churches have ali 
shared in the present revival. The Protestant 
Methodists have had about 20 hopeful conver- 
sions amongst them. The thole number of 
conversions amongst the whiles, during the last 
five months, is about 130; of blacks, about 30.

A. M. and crowded the house to the number of 
more than a thousand, yet it was with. the ut- 
most difficulty that all could disperse before 
sun-set. The day was still; God was there in 
his still small voice. The congregation divided 
as usual at the close of the lar e 
and one hundred and forty-seven took the anx- 
ious seat, on the invitation given to such only 
as had determined to seek the salvation of their 
souls immediately, and desired christian advice 
and prayer. The scenes in the inquiry room, 
and in prayer meeting, will not soon 
from our memory. Solemnity sat on every

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countenance, deep and fixed as if the angel of 
death were there ; and there was in one assem. 
bly the desperate straggle to enter the king- 
dom ; in the other, the earnest interceding with 
God to give the powerful aid of his Spirit. 
Among Fate or four hundred in both assem- 
blies, there was scarcely one heart that did not 
throb with deep anxiety for the salvation of 
souls; many for their own souls ; many for the 
souls of others. There were parents praying 
for their children, and children begging their 
prayers; and when the meetings dispersed, and 
the two assemblies came together, the effect 
was overwhelming. The Searcher of heart’s 
only knows the interest that was then felt. He 
only knows how many sincere prayers went up 
to heaven. 

As to the number that submitted to God du- 
ring this meeting, we can make no estimate.— 
Time will enable us to judge better; Eternity 
only will fully disclose, and finally deside it.— 
But of this we are sure; It was a solemn place. 
It verily seemed none other than the house of 
God, the gate of heaven.” 


E. Gainsville, N. Y.—A four days’ meeting 
was holden in Warsaw early in Mareh, and I 
had persuaded some of our church and congre- 
gation to attend.

One leading characteristic of the work was a 
deep conviction of the depravity of the natural 
heart, accompanied with a deep and abidin 
impression of the purity and holiness of God. 
Another leading feature was that when hopes 
were cherished, it was at first with great diffi- 
dence, accompanied with “ great searching 
of heart,” but with gradually increasing evi- 


ce. 
The plain exhibition of divine truth, accom- 


panied with the prayers of God’s people, were 
all the human means that were aoe Meet- 
ings of some sort were attended every evening 
in the week, and were usually closed with one 
or two prayers pertinent to the revival. 

I view it a great mercy that I was permitted 
to see so many of my dear parishioners and 
members of Bible classes and Sabbath schools 
Renughs into the Kingdom of Christ before I 
leftthem. Among them are a number of young 
men who have already begun a course of edu- 
cation for the Gospel ministry. 

The grace of God showed itself able to sub- 
due some hearts of men past middle age, who 
had hardened themselves into a neglect of the 
Sabbath, and of the gospel, and es- 
tablished the’ habit of considering the preach- 
ing of the gospel as priestcraft. To see such 
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coming forwant, taking the anxious seat—eay- 
ing pees “ pray for us,” and asking 
with humble tears of penitence, “can you for- 
give me?” was not only affecting, but afforded 
the clearest evidence that no human power 
could produce such effects. 
One thing deserves special notice. The 
cause of Temperance, although it had met with 
serious obstacles, yet had been continually in 
an onward march, and opposition had been con- 
tinually giving way. here was one in- 
stance, however, of powerful conviction in a 
man who was a little intemperate. By the use 
of his whiskey bottle, however, he grieved 
away the Spirit of God and remains in “the 
broad way” to eternal death. These with oth- 
er similar facts in other places, are a clear de- 
monstration that the cause of temperance and 
that of revivals go together—and that the cause 
of intemperance grieves the Spirit of God, and 
confirms its votaries in the road to ruin.
